Priorities
Executive Summary and Implementation Update|

This week, EPA took action to add 18 hazardous waste sites to the Superfund program’s
National Priorities List (NPL). These sites have contamination from a variety of sources,
including manufacturing, mining, battery recycling and dry cleaning. EPA adds sites to the NPL
when mismanagement of contamination threatens public health and the environment. EPA
typically initiates Superfund involvement at a site because states, tribes or citizens ask for the
agency’s help. The agency may also find contamination during its own investigations.

These sites can threaten the health of entire communities and their surrounding ecosystems.
Some groups of people, such as children, pregnant women and the elderly, may be at particular
risk. During environmental emergencies, health threats — poisoning, injuries from fires and
explosions — are often urgent and immediate. At other sites, health effects such as cancer and
birth defects may be more long term. Superfund cleans up or isolates contamination, keeping it
away from people and the environment. Ecosystems at Superfund sites can also be harmed,
primarily in two ways. First, contaminants can accumulate in plants and animals at abnormally
high concentrations, reducing survival and growth rates. This accumulation can alter the
composition of species in an area, seriously damage or destroy the ecosystem, and render fish,
shellfish, game and plants inedible. Second, activities at some sites have resulted in destruction
of vegetation and topsoil. The lack of plants means there is nothing to mitigate stormwater
runoff or provide wildlife habitat.

For all Superfund sites, EPA tests air, water and soil to determine which hazardous substances
are present and whether they pose a threat to human health, the environment or both. Where
risks greater than acceptable levels exist to public health or the environment, EPA develops and
executes plans to clean up contamination.

eeks Ahead — Presidential and Department/Agency Priorities

In early September, EPA will issue a Federal Register notice proposing action on Imperial
Valley, California’s plan for attaining the 2006 24-hour PM, s standard. The plan includes a
demonstration that the area would have attained the standard in 2012 but for emissions
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emanating from Mexico.

As early as September 9, EPA is preparing to release the final Integrated Risk Information
System (IRIS) assessment of Trimethylbenzenes (TMBs). This assessment addresses the
potential non-cancer human health effects from subchronic and chronic exposure to TMBs. The
final assessment includes estimates of the concentration of TMBs that is not likely to present
harmful health effects if inhaled or ingested daily. The assessment concludes that there is
inadequate information to assess the cancer-causing potential of these chemicals. TMBs are
volatile hydrocarbons, and humans are thus exposed to these isomers primarily through breathing
air containing TMB vapors, although ingestion through food or drinking water is also possible.

As early as September 9, EPA plans to issue a proposed rule for the Uniform National Discharge
Standards for Vessels of the Armed Forces — Phase Il Batch Two. The proposed rule, developed
in conjunction with the U.S. Department of Defense, proposes discharge performance standards
for 11 discharges incidental to the normal operation of a vessel of the Armed Forces into the
navigable waters of the United States, the territorial seas, and the contiguous zone. If
implemented as proposed, the discharge performance standards would reduce the adverse
environmental impacts associated with the vessel discharges, stimulate the development of
improved vessel pollution control devices, and advance the development of environmentally
sound vessels of the Armed Forces.

By September 12, New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services will publish a draft
Clean Air Act title V permit containing amendments to Schiller Station’s SO, emission rate for
its coal fired utility boilers. The permit amendment is in response to EPA’s July 2015 Schiller
Station title V Petition Order. In the Order, EPA found NH DES did not provide an adequate
record on how it addressed a SIP-approved interstate air pollution provision found in the state’s
permitting regulations. The Petition, brought before EPA by the Sierra Club, claimed the title V
permit issued by NH DES was deficient in its stringency of emission limits for SO,, PMys,
condensable PM, and contained inadequate monitoring to ensure compliance with PM emission
limits. EPA’s Order granted only the one claim concerning SO», and denied all other claims.

As early September 12, EPA plans to issue a final rule to retain, without revision, the national
ambient air quality standards for lead.

As early as September 12, EPA plans to issue a final rule that provides general permits for use in
Indian country (under the Federal Indian Country Minor NSR rule) for new or modified minor
sources in the following six source categories: (1) concrete batch plants; (2) boilers and
emergency engines; (3) stationary spark ignition engines; (4) stationary compression ignition
engines; (5) graphic arts and printing operations; and (6) sawmill facilities.

As early as September 12, EPA plans to issue a final control technique guideline (CTG) that
would apply to existing sources in the production and processing segment of the oil and natural
gas industry located in ozone Moderate (and above) nonattainment areas and states in the Ozone
Transport Region. The CTG finalizes reasonably available control technology recommendations
for limiting volatile organic compound emissions from storage vessels, pneumatic pumps,
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pneumatic controllers and compressors and for finding and repairing leaks from fugitive
emission sources.

As early as September 12, pending the completion of interagency review, EPA plans to issue a
final rule for the treatment of air quality data influenced by exceptional events. The rule is
intended to improve the exceptional events implementation process as well as add clarity for air
agencies and the EPA Regional offices. In addition, the rule also announces the availability of
the final version of the non-binding guidance document, Guidance on the Preparation of
Exceptional Events Demonstrations for Wildfire Events that May Influence Ozone
Concentrations, which applies the rule revisions to wildfire events that could influence
monitored ozone concentrations.

As early as September 12, EPA plans to issue a proposed rule titled, “Renewables Enhancement
and Growth Support Rule,” under the Renewable Fuel Standard program. The agency is
proposing to update its renewable fuels and other fuels regulations to reflect changes in the
marketplace that we anticipate will enable the market to grow the use of both ethanol fuels
(conventional and advanced) and non-ethanol advanced and cellulosic biofuels.

As early as September 13, EPA anticipates posting the final Integrated Risk Information System
(IRIS) assessment of ammonia (noncancer inhalation) on the IRIS online database. Ammonia is
used primarily in agricultural fertilizers and can also be found in common household cleaning
products. This assessment will replace the 1991 IRIS assessment for ammonia and includes an
estimate of the lifetime daily inhalation exposure to ammonia that is not likely to result in
harmful health effects.

On September 14, EPA plans to approve the Citizen Potawatomi Nation of Oklahoma
application for Treatment as a State for nonpoint source pollution control program funding under
the Clean Water Act section 319. Several federal environmental laws authorize EPA to treat
eligible federally-recognized Indian tribes in the same manner as a state for implementing and
managing certain environmental programs. Federal law also requires EPA to maintain a
cooperative agreement with Oklahoma and Tribes with regulatory environmental programs.

On September 14, EPA plans to approve the Caddo Nation of Oklahoma application for
Treatment as a State for monitoring and assessment water program funding under the Clean
Water Act section 106. Several federal environmental laws authorize EPA to treat eligible
federally-recognized Indian tribes in the same manner as a state for implementing and managing
certain environmental programs. Federal law also requires EPA to maintain a cooperative
agreement with Oklahoma and Tribes with regulatory environmental programs.

On September 14, EPA intends to propose approval for the Oklahoma Infrastructure for the
Lead, 2008 Ozone, Nitrogen Dioxide and Sulfur Dioxide National Ambient Air Quality
Standards.

On September 15, EPA intends to propose approval of the Reasonable Further Progress plan for

the Dallas-Fort Worth Ozone Nonattainment area under the 2008 Ozone Standards.
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On September 15, EPA will finalize the designation for the Los Alamos Small Municipal
Separate Storm Sewer System. In July, EPA proposed a preliminary determination to designate
portions of Los Alamos County as a municipal separate storm sewer system requiring a National
Pollutant Elimination System permit for discharges of storm water. The action is part of a
petition received from Amigos Bravos, an environmental organization in New Mexico.

As early as September 15, EPA plans to issue a final rule under Clean Water Act section 303(d)
to establish a process for tribes to obtain Treatment as a State authority.

In mid-September, EPA plans to propose to approve the South Coast Air District’s plan to attain
the 1997 ozone standard in the Coachella Valley, California.

In mid-September, EPA expects to issue a notice proposing that the San Joaquin Valley failed to
attain the 1997 PM, s standards by the area’s deadline of December 31, 2015. EPA has an
obligation to make such a finding within six months of the attainment deadline if we do not grant
an extension.

As early as mid-September, EPA intends to deny a petition from the Advocates for the West
requesting that EPA re-designate Ada and Canyon Counties in Idaho from
unclassifiable/attainment to nonattainment for the 2006 24-hr primary and secondary fine
particulate matter National Ambient Air Quality Standards (2006 24-hour PM, s NAAQS), set at
35 micrograms per cubic meter (pg/m3).

As early as mid-September, EPA expects to issue a draft human health risk assessment for the
insecticide malathion for public comment. In the new exposure assessments, EPA found risk
exceedances from residential mosquito adulticide use (both via aerial and ground applications),
drinking water risk exceedances from use on cherry trees in Washington State, and exceedances
from acute aggregate exposure.

As early as mid-September, EPA plans to publish its glyphosate peer review discussion paper
ahead of the Scientific Advisory Panel meeting scheduled for October 18-21. During the
meeting, the agency will seek feedback from experts on how to interpret glyphosate cancer data
and on EPA’s evaluation of the carcinogenic potential of glyphosate. The discussion paper will
include the agency’s proposed classification of glyphosate as not likely to be carcinogenic to
humans at doses relevant for human health risk assessment. This finding is in line with recent
findings in Australia, Germany, Canada, New Zealand, the European Food Safety Authority, and
the Joint Food and Agriculture Organization/World Health Organization Meeting on Pesticide
Residues. Itis not in line with the International Agency for Research on Cancer’s finding.

As early as mid-September, EPA will issue a notice of proposed rulemaking for a Federal

Implementation Plan that will regulate volatile organic compound (VOC) emissions from

existing sources in the oil and natural gas sector that are located on Indian country lands within

the Uintah and Ouray Indian Reservation (U&O Reservation) in the Uinta Basin. The

requirements in this proposed FIP are intended to address two concerns: (1) degraded air quality

in the Uinta Basin due to elevated ozone; and (2) regulatory requirements that are inconsistent
between Indian country and State of Utah jurisdictions.

30-60 Day Look-Ahead

As early as September 19, EPA plans to issue a final refrigerant management rule under section
608 of the Clean Air Act. This rule updates existing refrigerant management regulations that
apply to ozone-depleting substances and extends them to certain substitute refrigerants such as
hydrofluorocarbons (HFCs). Among other provisions, this rule strengthens the leak repair
requirements for larger appliances by lowering leak rates and requiring leak inspections when a
threshold leak rate is exceeded. The rule will take effect on January 1, 2017, although several of
the provisions have delayed compliance dates.

As early as September 19, EPA plans to release the National Port Strategy Assessment. EPA
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developed this study to update its understanding of current and future diesel emissions in port
areas. This study explores the potential of a range of available strategies to reduce diesel
emissions from port-related activity, including reducing emissions from diesel trucks,
locomotives, cargo handling equipment, harbor craft, and ocean-going vessels.

As early as September 19, EPA will publish the document, “Technologies for Legionella
Control: Scientific Literature Review,” which will summarize treatment technologies that could
be used to reduce Legionella bacteria in building water systems.

On September 20, EPA plans to release for public comment its proposed plan to clean up
hazardous materials, including dioxins and furans, at the San Jacinto River Waste Pits Site in
Harris County, Texas. The proposed plan presents a summary of the risks associated with the
hazardous substances at the site, a summary of remedial alternatives, and the Preferred Remedy
to address the contamination at the site. The public comment period will be open for 60 days.
EPA will hold a public meeting in Harris County to discuss the Preferred Remedy with the
community on October 6, 2016.

On September 20, Region 7 Administrator Mark Hague is scheduled to attend EPA’s Region 7
Drinking Water Community Roundtable. Closed Press, Kansas City, MO.

On September 21, Region 7 Administrator Mark Hague is scheduled to attend the Federal
Executive Board’s Unity Day. Open Press, Kansas City, MO.

On September 22, Region 4 Acting Administrator Anne Heard will participate in EPA’s Region
4 Drinking Water Community Roundtable. The focus of the roundtable is to gather feedback
from environmental justice communities on drinking water concerns, to develop a national action
plan for drinking water. Closed Press, Atlanta, GA.

On September 22, EPA will issue a renewal storm water discharge permit for the Los Alamos
National Laboratory in New Mexico. The permit covers discharges from 400 storm water runoff
discharge sites that run into the Rio Grande Basin, primarily designated for livestock watering,
wildlife habitat, and marginal warm water aquatic life. The renewal permit retains the
requirement that applicable Best Management Practices be installed at every site. The permit
was petitioned by a group of environmental organizations in New Mexico.

On September 23, Region 8 Administrator Shaun McGrath will meet with District Commander
of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers Colonel John Henderson, to discuss topics of mutual
interest. Closed Press, Omaha, NE.

As early as September 23, EPA anticipates releasing the draft Toxicological Review of
Hexahydro-1,3,5-trinitro-1,3,5-triazine (RDX) for external peer review and comment by the
Science Advisory Board Chemical Assessment Advisory Committee. The draft includes an
updated oral reference dose and a carcinogenicity assessment. RDX is used primarily as a
military explosive and is produced at Army ammunition plants.
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On September 25-29, several senior leaders, including Acting Deputy Administrator Meiburg,
Assistant Administrators, and Regional Administrators will attend the Environmental Council of
the States Fall 2016 Meeting. Closed Press, Wheeling, WV.

On September 26, Region 2 Administrator Judith Enck will speak at a press event at Braddock
Bay with Senator Chuck Schumer (D-NY). Open Press, Rochester, NY.

As early as September 26, EPA will issue an advanced notice of proposed rulemaking requesting
public comment on the establishment of federal baseline water quality standards (WQS) under
the Clean Water Act for reservation waters that currently do not have EPA-approved WQS.

On September 27, Region 6 Administrator Ron Curry is scheduled to speak at the New Mexico
Recycling & Solid Waste Conference. Administrator Curry will talk about the national
perspective of EPA work and how it relates to recycling, solid waste, and pollution prevention in
the Region 6 states. Closed Press, Albuquerque, NM.

On September 28, EPA plans to approve the Citizen Potawatomi Nation of Oklahoma rights to
administer the water quality standards and certification program under sections 303(c) and 401
of the Clean Water Act. EPA will provide an opportunity for public comment on the Nation’s
assertion of authority to regulate surface water quality under CWA sections 303(c) and 401
within the lands identified in the Nation’s TAS application. Federal law also requires EPA to
maintain a cooperative agreement with Oklahoma and Tribes with regulatory environmental
programs.

By September 30, EPA expects to announce Records of Decision for the Vestal 1-1 OU2,
Pohatcong Valley OU3, KilTone, Kentucky Avenue Wellfield, Standard Chlorine, Unimatic,
Hormigas, Vineland Chemical, and the Route 561 Dump Superfund sites.

In late September, EPA expects to approve a Clean Data Determination for the Mariposa
County, CA and San Luis Obispo County, CA nonattainment areas for the 2008 8-hour ozone
standard.

As early as late September, EPA plans to finalize revisions to the public notice provisions for the
New Source Review, title V and Outer Continental Shelf permit programs of the Clean Air Act.
This action removes the mandatory requirement to provide public notice of a draft permit
through publication in a newspaper and instead allows for electronic noticing (“e-notice”).

As early as late September, EPA intends to grant reconsideration of certain aspects of its
Refinery Sector Rule promulgated on December 1, 2015. This action seeks public comment on
issues including the work practice standards for pressure relief devices and emergency flaring.
This action will also propose a technical correction to amend the provisions related to overlap of
equipment leak regulations that was raised in one of the petitions for reconsideration.

As early as late September, EPA plans to announce the expansion of the Natural Gas STAR

Methane Challenge Program to include the Our Nation’s Energy Future (ONE Future) Emissions
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Intensity Commitment Option. The Methane Challenge Program builds upon the Natural Gas
STAR Program, calling on U.S. oil and gas companies to make specific and transparent
commitments to address methane emissions from their operations. With the finalization of the
ONE Future Commitment, companies interested in joining Methane Challenge now have a
second option to reduce methane emissions from their operations in addition to the existing Best
Management Practice (BMP) Commitment. The ONE Future option is based on an industry-led
partnership formed in 2014 with a goal of reducing methane emissions associated with the U.S.
onshore natural gas value chain to 1% or less by 2025.

As early as late September, EPA expects to announce the availability of a Request for
Applications for a new cooperative agreement to support a Funding Distribution Program for
Pesticide Safety Education Programs (PSEPs). PSEPs provide training and education on how to
safely use restricted use pesticides and generally are administered by State Cooperative
Extension Services at Land Grant Universities. PSEPs will play a vital role in communicating
with the pesticide applicator community the upcoming changes to the Agricultural Worker
Protection Standard and the Applicator Certification regulations.

As early as late September, EPA anticipates posting the final report “Updates to the
Demographic and Spatial Allocation Models to Produce Integrated Climate and Land Use
Scenarios (ICLUS) Version 2.” The ICLUS tool models population, residential development,
and impervious surface cover changes by decade to the year 2100 consistent with four global
carbon emissions storylines and a baseline. The second version includes updated population and
land use data sets and addresses limitations identified in ICLUS Version 1 in both the migration
and spatial allocation models.

As early as late September, EPA plans to announce a Memoranda of Understanding for
Permitting Offshore Aquaculture Activities in Federal Waters of the Gulf of Mexico. The MOU
establishes a cooperative agreement amongst seven agencies — EPA, the National Marine
Fisheries Service, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, the U.S. Coast Guard, the Bureau of Ocean
Energy Management, Bureau of Safety and Environmental Enforcement, and the U.S. Fish and
Wildlife Service — and reflects a shared commitment to streamline the permitting process for
marine aquaculture operations in federal waters of the Gulf of Mexico.

In September, EPA will finalize the Prevention of Significant Deterioration permit for the
McElmo Creek Unit Oil Production facility. The facility consists of an oilfield and gas
compression plant, located within the Four Corners area on the Navajo Nation Reservation.

As early as early October, EPA will announce a long-term planning stormwater framework, and
provide technical assistance to three or four communities.

In early October, EPA expects to publish the Water Infrastructure Finance and Innovation Act
(WIFIA) Implementation Interim Final Rule. The rule provides the administrative framework
for the implementation of the WIFIA program, a newly created infrastructure finance program
that will provide direct loans and guarantees for needed infrastructure projects.
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On October 11, Region 2 Administrator Judith Enck will speak at an EPA/Syracuse University
symposium on Citizen Science and Trash Free Waters. Open Press, Syracuse, NY.

On October 18, Region 7 Administrator Mark Hague is scheduled to attend the Regional Tribal
Operations Committee Meeting. Closed Press, Winnebago, NE.

By the end of October, EPA plans to issue an updated Pesticide General Permit (PGP),
establishing technology-based and water quality-based effluent limitations for the application of
pesticides to waters of the United States.

In October, EPA plans to propose a draft general permit for gasoline dispensing facilities on
tribal lands in California, consistent with the state’s requirements applicable to gas stations. This
action will allow for a streamlined permitting process that takes into consideration the unique air
quality conditions of California.

Throughout the fall, EPA is conducting a Safer Choice “Back to School” outreach campaign to
remind institutional and consumer purchasers to look for EPA’s Safer Choice label. Using
cleaning products with safer chemical ingredients can help schools maintain a healthy and safe
learning environment, which is important to attendance and academic performance. EPA is
using social media and postcards to remind institutional and consumer purchasers to look for
EPA’s Safer Choice label to find products with ingredients that are safer for schools and
communities.

By December 23, EPA will issue a final rule and response to comments for water quality
standards submitted by Maine. EPA Region 1 disapproved Maine’s human health criteria for
toxics in February 2015, and proposed standards in April 2015.
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
